Photography exhibit opens in Fowler Hall

“Deaf and Hard of Hearing 
Students: In Their Own Eyes” is the 
title of a new collection of photo- 
graphs of and by deaf and hard of 
hearing young people under 21 years 
old from across the nation that is 
on exhibit this semester. 

The exhibit is the result of a nat- 
ional photography contest sponsored 
by the School of Education and 
Human Services and World Around 
You, the magazine for deaf and hard 
of hearing teens published by Pre- 
College National Mission Programs. 
The contest netted a total of 83 entries, 
all of which are displayed on the 
first and second floors of Fowler Hall. 

“We hope that on-campus people 
will come by to see the exhibit,” 
said SEHS dean William McCrone, 
who co-sponsored the contest. “It is 
an affirming, even cheerful display, 
and provides real glimpses of the 
lives of deaf kids today.” 

Visitors of the exhibit may find 
it odd that none of the names of the 
photographers accompanies their 
works. This is because the campus 
community is being asked to select 
a favorite photo, and contest spon- 
sors do not want the potential of 
name recognition to influence their 
decision. Instead, each photo bears 
a number and its title. 

Contest organizers emphasize that 
they want to give as much recogni- 
tion to as many students as possible. 
For those who do not capture a 
first, second, or third-place award, 
these “campus favorite” awards that 
the Gallaudet community selects 
will surely be treasured by students 
who do not place in the contest. 

Dr. McCrone said that he was 
encouraged by the cross-campus 
collaboration involved in the project. 
MSSD teachers Peggy Reichard, Wei- 
Min Shen, and Tim Scanlon, along 
with Pre-College marketing coordi- 


nator Susan Flanigan helped super- 
vise student curators Sean Price 
and Kristin Tucker in the place- 
ment and hanging of photos. 

Formal judging of the exhibition 
will take place within a few weeks. 
Judges include: Dr. Carol Riddick, a 
professor in the Department of 
Physical Education and Recreation, 
Shawn Richardson, a designer from 
the National Trust for Historic 
Preservation, Wendelin Daniels, art 
manager in the Department of 
Publications and Production, and 
Rick Schoenberg, an instructor at 
the Maryland School for the Deaf, 
who also has taken photos for the 
National Association of the Deaf.

The GUAA Outstanding Young

Service to Others Award will be 
given to Georgia Ward Morikawa, 
52, executive director of the Aloha 
Association of the Deaf, Honolulu, 
Hawaii. 

The LCCF Laurent Clerc Award, 
which is presented to a deaf per- 
son for outstanding social contribu- 
tions, will be given to Ausma Lidija 
Smits, ’61, an assistant professor in 
Gallaudet’s History Department. 
The LCCF Alice Cogswell Award for 
valuable service on behalf of deaf 
people will go to Robert L. Miller, 
E-38, the first director of deaf-blind 


services (now retired) of the San 
Francisco Lighthouse for the Blind. 
The LCCF Edward Miner Gal- 
laudet Award for recognition of 
national or international leaders for 
promoting the well-being of deaf 
people will be presented to Dr. 
Cesare Magarotto of Rome, Italy, son 
of Dr. Antonin Magarotto, a deaf 
educator and co-founder of the 
World Federation of the Deaf, and 
himself an active member of the 
international organization for the 
past 44 years. And the LCCF Amos 
Kendall Award for notable excel- 
lence in a professional field not 
related to deafness will be given to 
Albert J. Hlibok, vice president and 
the first deaf partner of Berger 
Hlibok Sokolowski Construction 
Consultants, Inc. of Wantagh, N-Y. 
An entertaining and enthralling 
first for Charter Day 96 will be a 
slide show of past and present 
scenes at Gallaudet that will be 
presented during the program and 
narrated by Sam Sonnenstrahl, 779. 
The slides compare and contrast 
life on Kendall Green of yesterday 
and today. For example, President 
Bill Clinton’s visit to deliver the 
commencement address to the 
Class of 1994 will be compared 
with President Theodore Roosevelt’s 
visit to address the Class of 1906. 
The Suffragette Movement, which 
drew women from around the 
world to Washington, D.C, in 
March of 1913 to campaign for 
women’s rights, included a large 
rally in “Ole Jim.” This historical 
moment is compared to the Deaf 
President Now Movement, which

College of Arts and Sciences 
dean Jane Dillehay encouraged the 
students to maintain the high aca- 
demic standards they have achieved 
thus far. She stated that she was 
impressed with the number of stu- 
dents who have met the eligibility 
requirements and hoped that it 
would be an incentive for other 
majors in the field to do the same. 

Gallaudet alumni who were psy- 
chology majors and who met the 
eligibility requirement will be able 
to apply for Psi Chi membership 
retroactively after the chapter has 
been formed.
